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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To surely inform information 
of incoming the history of a portable telephone equipment 
for a user of the telephone equipment, irrespective of the 
applying state of the power and the environment of the 
radio wave. 

SOLUTION: A portable telephone system comprises CDMA 
terminal equipment 14, and a database 17 for storing an 
incoming state including the case that the equipment 14 is 
located out of a communication range or the case that the 
power of the telephone equipment is not applied as an 
incoming history. The telephone system further comprises 
a center unit 12 for reading and transmitting the incoming 
career stored, when transmission request of the incoming 
career is received and the history is transmitted.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]A portable telephone system comprising: 
A portable telephone. 

A preserving means which saves that mail arrival situation as a mail arrival history including a case 
where a power supply of the portable telephone concerned is not switched on corresponding to a 
connection request to this portable telephone when the portable telephone concerned is in the 
communication outside of the circle, And a center apparatus which a communication enterprise of 
the above-mentioned handheld device provided with a transmitting means which reads a mail 
arrival history saved at the above-mentioned preserving means when a demand of transmission of 
a mail arrival history of the above-mentioned handheld device is received, and transmits manages. 
[Claim 2]The portable telephone system according to claim 1, wherein the above-mentioned 
transmitting means transmits a mail arrival history after attesting that a partner who has sent the 
demand is a user of the portable telephone concerned when a demand of transmission of a mail 
arrival history of the above-mentioned handheld device is received. 

[Claim 3]A method performed with a center apparatus which a communication enterprise of a 
handheld device manages, comprising: 

A preservation step which saves the mail arrival situation as a mail arrival history including a case 
where a power supply of the portable telephone concerned is not switched on corresponding to a 
connection request to a portable telephone when the portable telephone concerned is in the 
communication outside of the circle. 

A transmission step which reads a mail arrival history saved at the above-mentioned preservation 
step when a demand of transmission of a mail arrival history of the above-mentioned handheld 
device was received, and transmits.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention]This invention relates to the portable telephone system and mail arrival 
history informing method which report the information on the mail arrival history to a portable 
telephone. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]A recently and PDC (Personal Digital Cellular) method and a CDMA 
(Code Division Multiple Access: code division multiple access) method, Generally various portable 
telephones, such as a PHS (Personal Handy-phoneSystem: personal handy phone) method, have 
spread widely. 

[0003]By a self-opportunity, as one of the fundamental functions carried in all of the portable 
telephone of these all directions type, there is a mail arrival history function saved at the time 
series a situation with mail arrival, and it in this mail arrival history function. When it talks over the 
telephone by the time which specifically had mail arrival, the partner who has telephoned, the time 
currently called, and necessity, the duration of call is saved. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]However, the mail arrival history function mentioned 
above is a function separately carried in the portable telephone as a mobile terminal, Since it 
cannot be recognized even if a self^opportunity has mail arrival when turning off the portable 
telephone, or when it is in the communication outside of the circle and an electric wave cannot be 
transmitted and received even if it switches on the power supply, the information on the history 
cannot be saved. 

[0005]Although it is thought that this point is solvable to some extent by using housesitting 
message service etc., Unless an addresser leaves a message, it must not understand the arrival 
from whom it is, the housesitting message service must carry out instructing operation of the ON 
and OFF of setting out beforehand each time in the state in which a nearby base station and 
communication are possible, the time and effort is complicated and the actual condition is not used 
not much positively. 

[0006]The place which this invention was made in view of the above actual condition, and is made 
into the purpose, It is in providing the portable telephone system which can report the information 
on the mail arrival history of the portable telephone certainly to the user of a portable telephone, 
and a mail arrival history informing method regardless of the injection state and radio wave 
environment of a power supply. 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]The invention according to claim 1 caters to a connection request 
to a portable telephone and this portable telephone, A preserving means which saves the mail 
arrival situation as a mail arrival history including a case where a power supply of the portable 
telephone concerned is not switched on when the portable telephone concerned is in the 
communication outside of the circle, And when a demand of transmission of a mail arrival history of 
the above-mentioned handheld device was received, it had a center apparatus which a 
communication enterprise of the above-mentioned handheld device provided with a transmitting 
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means which reads a mail arrival history saved at the above-mentioned preserving means, and 
transmits manages. 

[0008]If it is considered as such a system configuration, regardless of an injection state and radio 
wave environment of a power supply, it will become possible to report information on a mail arrival 
history of the portable telephone certainly to a user of a portable telephone. 
[0009]After attesting that a partner to whom the invention according to claim 2 has sent the 
demand when the above-mentioned transmitting means receives a demand of transmission of a 
mail arrival history of the above-mentioned handheld device in an invention given in above- 
mentioned claim 1 is a user of the portable telephone concerned, a mail arrival history is 
transmitted. 

[001 0]lf it is considered as such a system configuration, in addition to an operation of an invention 
given in above-mentioned claim 1, it can forbid reporting information on a mail arrival history in 
addition to a user of a portable telephone, and can prevent certainly that information on a high mail 
arrival history of a possibility that private contents are included flows into others. 
[001 1]The invention according to claim 3 is a method performed with a center apparatus which a 
communication enterprise of a handheld device manages, and caters to a connection request to a 
portable telephone, A preservation step which saves the mail arrival situation as a mail arrival 
history including a case where a power supply of the portable telephone concerned is not switched 
on when the portable telephone concerned is in the communication outside of the circle, When a 
demand of transmission of a mail arrival history of the above-mentioned handheld device was 
received, it had a transmission step which reads a mail arrival history saved at the above- 
mentioned preservation step, and transmits. 

[0012]If it is considered as such a method, regardless of an injection state and radio wave 
environment of a power supply, it will become possible to report information on a mail arrival 
history of the portable telephone certainly to a user of a portable telephone. 
[0013] 

[Embodiment of the Invention]This invention is explained with reference to drawings below about 
one gestalt of operation at the time of applying to the portable telephone system of a CDMA 
system. 

[0014] Drawin g 1 shows the outline composition of the whole system. In the figure, 1 1 is a public 
network which consists of various wireless communication networks containing a CDMA network, 
PSTN, ISDN, etc., and a network which has the Internet. 

[0015]The center apparatus 12 as a server mechanism which the communication enterprise of a 
cellular phone manages is connected to this network 1 1, and. the base station (BS) which 
constitutes a CDMA network — via 13, 13, and — , wireless connection of the CDMA terminal 
machine 14 is carried out, still more common fixed-line telephone machine 15 and personal 
computer (PC) 16 are also connected, and mutual connection is possible. 

[0016]When the CDMA terminal machine 14 connects the center apparatus 12 with the nearby 
base station 13, the whereabouts of the CDMA terminal machine 14 is grasped, The dispatch from 
the CDMA terminal machine 14 is received, and the arrival from other terminals to the CDMA 
terminal machine 14 performs a call, and it has the database 17 for saving the mail arrival 
hysteresis information for each [ a contract of is made ] CDMA terminal machine of every. 
[001 7]Drawing 2 illustrates the mail arrival hysteresis information of the CDMA terminal machine 
14 saved in this database 17. Mail arrival hysteresis information saves two or more sets of 
information for a serial number (S No.), time with mail arrival, a sender number, a mail arrival 
situation, and its time in the new order of an arrival date as information on a lot so that it may 
illustrate. 

[0018]For example, although the serial number "001" which is the newest mail arrival hysteresis 
information had mail arrival from the portable telephone of the number of "0909876xxxx" at 12:34 
on May 31, 01 (2001), This CDMA terminal machine 14 was the communication outside of the circle 
at that time, or since the power supply was disconnected, mail arrival cannot be answered, but it is 
shown that the addresser suspended call origination after the call for 12 seconds. 
[0019]The mail arrival hysteresis information saved in this database 17 shall be arbitrarily read, 
after the user of the CDMA terminal machine 14 attests that he is a just user using CDMA 
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terminal machine 14 the very thing, or other fixed-line telephone machines 15 and personal 
computers 16. 

[0020]Next, operation of the above-mentioned embodiment is explained. 

[0021] Draw ing 3 shows the contents of processing which the center apparatus 12 performs, when 
there is a connection request to the CDMA terminal machine 14. 

[0022]When it judges it that it stood by (Step A01) and there was a connection request that there 
is a connection request to the CDMA terminal machine 14 at the beginning [ the ], The call of the 
CDMA terminal machine 14 concerned is performed via the nearby base station 13 where the 
CDMA terminal machine 14 carried out location registration eventually then (Step A02), and it is 
judged whether the call is performed or not (Step A03). 

[0023]When it is judged here that the call is not performed, As what the CDMA terminal machine 
14 is the communication outside of the circle at the time, or cannot perform the call of mail arrival 
since the power supply is disconnected, After notifying a guidance message with the sound which 
shows that to the call origination side, it stands by that the connection from (Step A06) side and 
the call origination side is severed (Step A07). 

[0024]When it is judged that the call of the CDMA terminal machine 14 of a destination side can be 
performed at the above-mentioned step A03, Performing the usual connection processing in which 
telephone call connection is made after the response, if it continues the call of the CDMA terminal 
machine 14 then and the CDMA terminal machine 14 answers (Step A04). Both the terminals of 
the call origination side and a destination side carry out on hook, and it stands by that the 
connected state of a circuit is severed (Step A05). 

[0025]When it judges that the deer was carried out and connection of the circuit was severed at 
the above-mentioned step A07 or Step A05, As mail arrival hysteresis information, such as a 
sender number and time, is generated and above-mentioned drawing 2 showed, it saves in the 
database 17 (Step A08), and it returns to the processing from the above-mentioned step A01 in 
order to stand by the following connection request again. 

[0026]It is judged that the call of the CDMA terminal machine 14 of a destination side cannot be 
performed at the above-mentioned step A03, When cutting of a circuit is judged at the above- 
mentioned step A07 after performing the notice of guidance at the above-mentioned step A06, In 
the database 17, like the mail arrival hysteresis information of the serial number "001" of above- 
mentioned drawing 2 , situations' having been "the outside of the circle/power off" and the time 
taken for the call origination point to give up call origination will combine as mail arrival hysteresis 
information, and will be saved. 

[0027]It is judged that the call of the CDMA terminal machine 14 of a destination side can be 
performed at the above-mentioned step A03, When cutting of a circuit is judged at Step A05 after 
performing the usual connection processing at Step A04 and a telephone call is actually performed 
between the CDMA terminal machines 14 of a destination side the call origination side, In the 
database 17, like the mail arrival hysteresis information of the serial number "003" of above- 
mentioned drawing 2, the situation's having been a "telephone call" and the time which the 
telephone call took combine as mail arrival hysteresis information, and is saved. 
[0028]It is judged that the call of the CDMA terminal machine 14 of a destination side can be 
performed at the above-mentioned step A03, When cutting of a circuit is judged at Step A05 after 
performing the usual connection processing at Step A04 and there is no response of the CDMA 
terminal machine 14 of a destination side only at the call by the side of call origination, In the 
database 17, like the mail arrival hysteresis information of the serial number "002" of above- 
mentioned dra win g 2, the situation's having been an "absence" and the time which was performing 
the call will combine as mail arrival hysteresis information, and will be saved. 
[0029]Next, operation in case the user of the CDMA terminal machine 14 reads the mail arrival 
hysteresis information saved in the database 1 7 and checks the contents by dra wi ng 4 is explained. 

[0030]D rawin g 4 shows the contents of processing which the center apparatus 12 performs, when 
there is a demand of read-out about the mail arrival hysteresis information saved in the database 
17. 

[0031]When it judges it that it stood by (Step B01) and there was this demand that there is a

demand of read-out to the mail arrival hysteresis information of the CDMA terminal machine 14 at 
the beginning [ the ], It is judged by the existence of coincidence of a sender number whether the 
terminals which have sent the demand first are CDMA terminal machine 14 selves (Step B02). 
[0032]When it is judged that the terminals which have sent the demand are CDMA terminal 
machine 14 selves here, In order to check that it is the demand from the user of the just CDMA 
terminal machine 14 to the CDMA terminal machine 14, after notifying the demand which 
stimulates the input of the password registered beforehand, it stands by that (Step B03) and its 
input are made with the CDMA terminal machine 14 (Step B04). 

[0033]On the other hand, when it is judged that the terminal which has sent the demand at the 
above-mentioned step B02 is not the CDMA terminal machine 14, Since it will be the demand from 
the terminals 15, for example, a fixed-line telephone machine, and the personal computers 16 other 
than CDMA terminal machine 14, Then, after notifying the demand which stimulates two inputs, the 
telephone number of the CDMA terminal machine 14, and the password beforehand registered 
corresponding to this, (Step B05) and its input are stood by (Step B06). 

[0034] A deer is carried out, and if it judges that the input was completed at the above-mentioned 
step B04 or Step B06, it will attest continuously that it is the demand from the just user of the 
CDMA terminal machine 14 according to the inputted contents (Step B07). 

[0035]When the inputted contents are wrong here and the demand judges that it is not a thing from 
the user of the just CDMA terminal machine 14, At least one entry content of the telephone 
number of a password or the CDMA terminal machine 14 and a password is wrong, It stands by 
that (Step B08) and a circuit are cut after performing the notice of guidance of a purport which 
cannot report mail arrival hysteresis information of the applicable CDMA terminal machine 14 (Step 
B12), and it returns to the processing from the above-mentioned step B01 again, and there is a 
read-out demand of the following mail arrival hysteresis information. 

[0036]It is checked whether the contents inputted at the above-mentioned step B07 are right, and 
when the demand judges that it is a thing from the user of the just CDMA terminal machine 14, the 
mail arrival hysteresis information of the CDMA terminal machine 14 is saved in the database 17 
next (Step B09). 

[0037]When the mail arrival hysteresis information of the CDMA terminal machine 14 is not saved 
in the database 17, here, Since mail arrival hysteresis information cannot be reported, it stands by 
that (Step B10) and a circuit are cut after performing the notice of guidance to that effect (Step 
B12), and it returns to the processing from the above-mentioned step B01 again, and there is a 
read-out demand of the following mail arrival hysteresis information. 

[0038]When it is checked that the mail arrival hysteresis information of the CDMA terminal 
machine 14 is saved in the database 17 at the above-mentioned step B09, The mail arrival 
hysteresis information of the then applicable CDMA terminal machine 14 is collectively read from 
the database 17, and it transmits to the terminal which has sent the demand (Step B1 1). 
[0039]And it stands by that a circuit is cut as what answered the demand above (Step B12), it 
returns to the processing from the above-mentioned step B01 again, and there is a read-out 
demand of the following mail arrival hysteresis information. 

[0040]Thus, regardless of the injection state and radio wave environment of a power supply of the 
CDMA terminal machine 14, Since the mail arrival hysteresis information to this CDMA terminal 
machine 14 can be saved even if it is a case where it is under the situation where the CDMA 
terminal machine 14 cannot perform a certain response to mail arrival, it becomes possible to 
report that mail arrival hysteresis information certainly to the user of the CDMA terminal machine 
1 4 later. 

[0041]When the demand of transmission of the mail arrival history of the CDMA terminal machine 
14 is received on the occasion of the information, In order to transmit a mail arrival history after 
attesting that the partner who has sent the demand was a user of the CDMA terminal machine 14 
concerned, by the mail arrival hysteresis information being reported in addition to the user of the 
just CDMA terminal machine 14. It can prevent certainly that the high mail arrival hysteresis 
information of a possibility that private contents are included flows into others easily. 
[0042]Although the above-mentioned embodiment illustrates about the case where it applies to the 
portable telephone system of a CDMA system, Cannot limit this invention to this, and can save a 
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PDC method, a PHS method, others, and mail arrival hysteresis information, and, of course, it can 
apply also to the portable telephone system of all the methods to report. 

[0043]ln addition, let this invention be what has possible changing variously and carrying out within 
limits which do not deviate not only from the above-mentioned embodiment but from its gist. 
[0044]The invention of various stages is included in the above-mentioned embodiment, and various 
inventions may be extracted by the proper combination in two or more constituent features 
indicated. For example, even if some constituent features are deleted from all the constituent 
features shown in an embodiment, At least one of the technical problems described in the column 
of Object of the Invention is solvable, and when at least one of the effects described in the column 
of the effect of the invention is obtained, the composition from which these constituent features 
were deleted may be extracted as an invention. 
[0045] 

[Effect of the Invention]According to the invention according to claim 1, regardless of the injection 
state and radio wave environment of a power supply, it becomes possible to report the information 
on the mail arrival history of the portable telephone certainly to the user of a portable telephone. 
[0046]according to the invention according to claim 2 — an effect of the invention given in above- 
mentioned claim 1 — in addition, it can prevent certainly that the information on the high mail 
arrival history of a possibility that forbid reporting the information on a mail arrival history, and 
private contents are included in addition to the user of a portable telephone flows into others. 
[0047]According to the invention according to claim 3, regardless of the injection state and radio 
wave environment of a power supply, it becomes possible to report the information on the mail 
arrival history of the portable telephone certainly to the user of a portable telephone.
